tending. 
Highland light is one of the most 
prominent points of the American coast 
and in full view of the coasting fleets as 
they go trooping past from the different 
ports. 
The sight at times is a magnifi­ 
cent one, as many as 000 vessels having 
been counted imssing in one day. 
With 
the coasters occasionally appears a for­ 
eign “ tramp” steamer from the West 
Indies, and from out at sea comes the 
square rigger from Eurojx) or the far 
East Indies, while away olf on the hori­ 
zon can Ije seen the smoke of the passing 
ocean steamers to and from Europe. 
This is the first light made by the vessels 
from foreign ports coming on this part of 
the coast. 
The storms seen by the light keepers 
are often terrible pictures of the powers 
of old ocean.
